One of the most unsatisfactory part* of 
prison administration Is the medical do- j 
parttueuL 'IV Military and medical ar- , 
raugetuent* are governed by no fixed and 
definite principles. The competence of , 
the medical officer iu matters,relating to i 
the food, the clothiug. the tabor, the , 
punishment at the prison |m|iulstlon is , 
not always clearly defined. Iu many I 
cases medical matters are subordinated 
to matter* of mere prison routine and 
discipline. The uiodical service of Uw 
prison is sometlmfs placed In an Invidi¬ 
ous position. The resnk is that the 
health of the prisoner suffer*. When be 
is discharged he I* not *o likely to get 
employment or lo keep it wheu I"' g**ts 
it, and Is more likely in ooosequence to 
rtdapse into crime. Much has ta«en done 
in recent year* to improve the MBitary 
arrangements of prisons, aud to protect 
the health of the incarcerated popula¬ 
tion. But Ibtre is rootn for Improve¬ 
ment, and the congress will be doing 
valuable service if it can point out in 
what direction the medical department 
may Ik- made more efficient. Closely al¬
